Claims 23, 24 and 41 recite, inter alia, cooling device to cool wire winding, the cooling 
device comprising: a film formed of a first polymer-thermally conductive filler composite 
material, the film being in thermally conductive contact with the wire winding; and a casting 
compound formed of a second polymer-thermally conductive filler composite material different 
form the first polymer-thermally conductive filler composite material, the casting compound 
being in thermally conductive contact with a heat sink.
